Goes back to
the general fund.

Overtime staying the same. An additional $5,000 is needed but is in the salary reserves.

Equipment repair and maintenance is increasing due to contracts.

Postage is increasing due to vendor increases and increased mailings for censuses and second mailings.
Office supplies increasing.

Printed supplies decreasing. State provides ballot for state elections, city not responsible for printing.

Elections and voting supplies looks like its decreasing but line items were combined.
